(iow much oonsolidiit o'l l'ik«8 plaoe iu thi 
western part of iho Stuta 
This is natural 


*e suppose, and tbe people of Lyon county 
are just as mnoh oppOHed to the consolida- 
tion 6chetm>, but probably would not cure 
so inuou what was done with any other 
county. 
Self-protection is one of the firs 


laws of nuture. Th» reason that Lyou 
county is opposed to being annexed to 
rtiorcy conoty is because this is an agri- 
cultural county and thu taxes are bound to 
•iiinmieh iastnnd of men-use as the county 
settles up. 
The rate of taxation iu Siorey 


county is one-half mere than it ia in Lyon 
'•ounty and the heavy taxpayers iu Siorey 
want to be helped out with their taxes. 
This is natural, but .they must devise some 
other means to obtain r^si-Unee thin from 
the farmers of Lyon county. The doing 
>iw»y with the county government of Lyou 
would save probably $20,000 a year. How 
far wocld this go towards reducing the 
t'lxes io the, what would then be, county 
it Storey? The offljers of tho one county 
iiould not be expected to do the work now 
being djno m both counties for tho same 
money, and thereforo the coat of running 
the government of the new county woul 
be increased at least one-half. 
The people 


of this county are now paying $3 05 on 
the 8100, t'lxes. It has been claimed thf 
the consolidation of this county and Stor«_ 
will reduce tho rate to less than. $2 5u on 
the $100. 
It is a wrong estimate, anc 


tvhilo it is bard to toll just what the cost o 
the new county government would be, it is 
sife to soy that the tax rate would not be 
much IHSH than $4, and certainly not loss

Wonderful Changes In Its Surface. 


PARIS, September Id.—The European 


dition of tho Heruld publishes the follow- 


commnoicution from tho eminent oa- 


trocornor Flammarion: 


"I huve juat received some ne.v observa- 


tions concerning the planet Mars made this 
Summer at some of the principal observa- 
tories of our own planet. They teaoh ns 
some very strange things. It seems thatat 
certain seasons of tho year the oceans of 
the placet Mars are divided into two ports, 
just as if a gigantic bridge or bank of sand 
had been thrown across them from one 
shore to the other. 


"For instance, there ia, among other seas 


on the planet Mars, one sitiutsd at the 
ninetieth degree of longitude, east of the 
meridian of zero, or twenty-five degrees 
of longitude in the astral tropic. 
On ac- 


t of its isolation, as well as super- 


ficial area, this sea resembles our Black 
sea. 
Hitherto this oea has always been 


observed as uniform and nearly circular, 
but last Juuo Schiaparello of the Milan 
Observatory discovered that this sea was 
ut in two by a yellow band, which divides 
it in two unequal parls.

As inhabitants of this earth we have 
only our observations and our terrestial 
ideas in our mind, and these are unsuf&ci- 
ont to devise what takes place in another 
world, but such discoveries aro none the 
ess worthy of all our attention.
